placing electrolyte in the case through the first end cap after said step of fastening 
the second end cap to the tab.

C9p to the case includes welding the tab flat against an inner face of the second end cap.

positioning a mandrel on the pii^ and 

winding die first electrode strip together with the second electrode strip so as to 
fimn the spiral roll, the spiral roll being formed after positioning ttie mandrel on the pin. 

70. (previously presented) The mediod of claim 69, wherein a portion of the first 
electrode strip is positioned between the mandrel and the pin.

crimpiQg the mandrel to the pin before winding the fixst electrode strip together 
with the second electrode strip.

with the second electrode strip.

74. (previously presented) The method of claim 66, where^ -Oie pin eicte^ 
first end cap be^fbie the first end cm is fastened to the case,
